HOUSE MEMBERS 
FREE OF BLAME 


Report of McCall Committee 
“Read: in House, 


Nothing Found by Committee To Re- 
flect on Character of Any Rep- 
resentative—Clerk Hire and 
Lease Cases Figure 
in Report.

Washington, April !2.—The report of the 
special committee of the house appointed 
to investigate the report from thé post- 
Office department printed under the cap- 
tion “Charges Coycerning Members of 
Congress,"’ was opr _ the house today 
by Chairman McCa The report 1s 
Signed by all seven von Al of.the com- 
mittee, but the minority membefs append 
supplemental views. 

The important phage of the report is a 
finding regarding the connection of mem- 
bers with the business of the postoffice 
department. The finding is as follows: 

“After a careful consideration of al! 
Cases specified in the report numbered 
1395 (the report of the postoffice com- 
mittee on charges), of so far as they re- 
late to the present members of the house 
of representatives on committee assumed 
to be the limit of their jurisdiction, they 
have unanimously reached the conclusion 
that nothing has appeared in connection 
with the charges that would justify the 
finding that any member of the house of 
representatives has profited financially in 
the slightest degree, or that any member 
was guilty of improper conduct in connec- 
tion therewith or that any member has 
done in connection with any. of said 
cases anything that did not appear to be 
with in the line of his officia] duty, ac- 
cording to long established custom. 

“Having reached this conclusion, the 
committee feel constrained to add that 
in their opinion it would be well to make 
as formal as may be, and to restrain 
within the narrowest possible limits, the 
action of members in connection with 
postoffices and the details of other exec- 
uptive matters and that the serverance of 
members from work of that character 
would augment the efficiency of the house 
of representatives.”’ 

In conclusion, the committee would de- 
sire the attention to the fact that the in- 
quiry has come upon the house suddenly 
and without any notice to its members. 
In no instance is it likely that they ex- 
pected the letters that they wrote would 
be published. These lettera were writ- 
ten under a great variety of circum- 
stances, in haste and some @oubtless by 
the private secretary of a member: some 
of them formal and some of a personal 
nature. It is to the credit of the mem- 
bership of the house that the correspond- 
ence of this character thus collected, to- 
gether should contain go little of an un- 
favorable character. Undoubtedly there 
are letters which were carefully written. 
The action in some cases was not well 
considered. The statement found in some 
instances in some letters from the exec- 
utive office that what was done was done 
as a favor to the member might well have 
been resented. 

“But there is nothing to ‘any of the 
cases considered that reflected upon the 
integrity of the membership of the house 
of representatives.

DEATH REMOVES 


Rey. William R, McConnell 
Died Yesterday at 
Pooler, 


Rev. William R. McConnell? died yester- 
day morning at his home in Pooler, near 
Savannah, after a week's illness. He had 
been a clergyman in the Episcopal church 
for many years and was well known in 
Atlanta, where he often visited and where 
he was ordained a priest. 

Mr. Connell was a brother of Mrs. W. 
S. Turner and an uncle of Gordon N. 
Hurtel, of Atlanta. 

He was quite advanced in age and had 
been steadily growing weaker for several 
months. About two weeks ago he went 
on a visit to Pinora and while there con- 
tracted a severe cold, from the effects of 
which he never rallied. With his wife 
and two sons at his bedside he passed 
away peacefully. 

Rev. William Robert McConneil was 
born in Liberty county, Georgia, on Oc- 
tober 3!, 1829. He was the son of Dr. 
Wiliam P. McConnel!, who was one of 
the most foremost physicians in Geor- 
gia. He married Miss Emma T. Clarke. of 
St. Marys. Ga.. In 1864. He had two chil- 
dren, W. R. McConnell, Jr., and Francis 
D. MeConnell, who, with hfs wife, sur- 
vive him. 

Mr. McConnell served in the confederate 
army as a lieutenant tn the Forty-second 
Georgia regiment and made a brave and 
loyal soldier for the southern cause. In 
his later life there was nothing that gave 
him more’ pride than the wearing of a 
confederate badge. 

After the war he taught school, at 
the same time studying for the min- 
istry. In 1877 he became a2 deacon in 
the Episcopal church, and in 1887 he 
was ordained a priest in St. Luke church 
in Atlanta. He was pastor »f the churca 
in Hawkinsville ang Cartersville, And 
afterwards took charge of minGonars 
work in south Georgia. preachi at 
Ogeechee, Pinora, Sylvania and Pooler. 
In his later years he had charge of the 
church at Pooler, where he lived. He 
was a close personal friend of Rishop 
Nelson, who often took occasion td 
speak highly of his work in the mis- 
sionary field. 

Mr. McConnell was a southern gentle- 
man of the old school, a man of knight- 
ly character, high ideals and ennobling 
prieciples. He was a friend to the poor 
and: destitute and was never missing 
when wanted in the homes of the suf- 
fering. In his death a devout clergyman 
and a néver faltering friend passed away 
from earth.

She has 
recently made threats of suiciding.

“HEARING BEGINS 


‘Hariman-Pierce Petition Before 
District Court 


upttorney General Knox Files Objec- 
tém to Proposed Intervention. 
Former Secretary of War 
Root Appears for Secu- 
rities Company. 


St. Paul, A,pril 12.—The motion of E. 


‘7. Harriman and Winslow §. Pierce for 
‘leave to file an intervening petition in 


the settlement of the Northern Securities 
affairs, recently ordered by the United 
States supreme court, the manner of such 
settlement being left to the order of the 
United States district court here was 
heard before the full bench of the district 
court today. 

Messrs. Harriman and Pierce, in their 
petition object to plan of the directors of 
the Northern Securities Company for a 
pro rata distribution of the Great North- 
etn and Northern Pacific stock among 


‘holders of Northern Securities stock. 


The first point raised will be the right 
of Harriman and Pierce to intervene, and 
if that right is granted suit will follow 
with usua] accompaniment of demurrers. 


answers, amended petitions, etc. If the 
motion is deniéd the settlement of the 
affairs of the company wil] be made ac- 
cording to the order of the court, 

When court convened today the Harri- 
man interests were represented by W. 
D. Guthrie, John F. Dillon and Judge 
Baldwin. The Northern Securities Com- 
spany was represented by Elihu Root, for- 
mer secretary of war; Francis Lynde 
@tetson, attorney for J. P. Morgan & 
©o.; John G. Johnson, of Philadelphia; 
M. D. Grover, general counsel for the 
Great Northern; C. W,. Bunn, general 
counsel for the Northern Pacific, and 
George B. Young, who has appeared be- 
fore in the Securities litigation. 

Stronger Merger Planned. 

Mr. Guthrie opened the proceedings by 
formally presenting the records of the 
supreme court hearing, together with its 
decree, and asked leave to file the in- 
tervening petition. 

Maxwell BEvarts, of New York, spoke 
for fifty minutes, urging reasons why the 
petition should be granted. He claimed 
that Harriman and Pierce, as trustees 
of the Oregon Short Line, had deposited 
certain shares of Northern  aPcific 
gtock with the Northern Securities Com- 
pany and that under the plan of dis- 
tribution proposed by tho Hill-Morgan 
interests, the Harriman-Pierce people had 
to get in return for their Northern Pa- 
cific stock certain shares of Great North- 
ern stock. And the difference, he gaid, 
between what the Harriman interests 
put in the’ Northérn Securities Company 
and what the Northern Securities wished 
to return.to them would be more than a 
million doilars a year in interest aione. 
He said that the merger under the pro- 
posed distribution would be a stronger 
combination of interests than before it 
Wag diasoived, and that it would in that 
manner be in greater violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust act than it was be- 
fore. When Mr. Evarts concluded Judge 
Sanborn asked him if he understood that 
the attorney general of the United States 
had entered his appearance in tne case 
and that he opposed the intervention. 


Knox’s Objection Read. 

“No, your honor, we are not aware of 
that,’’ replied Mr. Evarts. 

Judge Sanborn ‘The attorney general 
has entered an appearance in the case and 
the district attorney will have an op- 
portunity now to state the objections to 
the attorney general.” 

District Attorney Haupt then reaa a 
printed statement from Attorney General 
Knox, saying that the United States 
neither admits nor denies any of the al- 
sCgations contained in the petition, but ob- 
jects to the proposed intervention. The 
United States stands on the decree of 
this court as affirmed and desires that the 
decree be carried out according to the or- 
ders of the supreme court, 


Elihu Root Speaks. 

Former Secretary of War Root then be- 
gun his argument to the court on behalf 
of the defendants. He said in part: 

‘The counsel for the Oregon Short 
I4ne Company, which is asked leave 
to file a petition in intervenor, has put 
himself on the ground of a person seek- 
ing for the execution of your honor’s 
decree, having been represented ag a 
party opposing the decree. He now 
asks leave to intervene that he may 
eecure execution of the decree, notwith- 
standing the complainant sees no occa- 
sion for the revocation of your action 
along the lines proposed, 

“The defendants in the cause oppose 
the application for leave to file. They 
say that the plaintiffs are not parties to 
the cause. They say there is no war- 
rant in law or in the decision of any 
court for this intervention. It is nec- 
essary in order to get due execution 
of this decree that a further order di- 
recting the return to Oregon short line 
of stock of the Northern Pacific rail- 
way.” 

Mr. Root then discussed the decree 
ordered by this court and continued: 

“What is the execution of a decree 
which is limited to a ‘Thou Shalt Not.’ 
What can be the execution of such a 
decree but obedience? So long as the 
Gefendants refrain from doing what

The weather was unseasonably cool 
during the major portion of the week, 
and germination and growth of crops 
Were retarded. Showers occurred in 
nearly all sections during the middie 
of the week—in some counties the rain- 
fall was heavy and farm work was sus- 
pended driefly. The moisture, how- 
ever, was very beneficial to crop growth. 
Corn planting is in progress in the 
northern portion of the state, and is 
about completed in the southern sections, 
where good stands have been secured

Planting of cotton hag begun in the 
north, continues elsewhere, and is near- 
ing completion in many gouthern coun- 
ties. Plants are up in the extreme 
south, and some fields are ready for 
chopping. A few correspondents report 
an increased acreage, and as a rule 
land has been well prepared. Strawber- 
ries are ripening in central sections, 
with a fair to good crop indicated. 
Wheat and oats have improved stead- 
ily, and were further benefited by the 
showery weather of the middle of the 
week. Gardening in northern sections 
is backward, but elsewhere vegetables 
and early truck are in fine condition. 
Frosts were general in the northern sec- 
tions on the 4th and 5th. Peaches 
were damaged in a few of the extreme 
northern counties, but the outlook for 
a large yield continues bright. Trees 
in the middle and southern sections are 
heavily laden with fruift,

How the South Prospers. 

John W. Gates, so well known on 
Wall street, said to a reporter of The 
New York Tribune upon his recent re- 
turn from an extended tour of the 
south: 

I have been south, largely in Florida 
and Texas, all winter. The prosperity 
of the gouth just now is nothing short 
of wonderful. [I have never seen any- 
thing like it. Everybody in the southern 
country is prosperous, and business in 
every line is booming as ft never has 
before. It is the greatest era in the 
history of the southern people, and they 
are appreciative and enjoying it to the 
fullest extent. 

Reference to the kind of statistics 
that spells progress is all that is nec 
essary to convince the _ inquiring 
mind that the southern states are in 
the van of the national progressive 
procession. Such items as the organ- 
ization of eighty-seven banks in this 
section last month, many of them na- 
tional banks, tell of the south’s great 
awakening and substantial advance- 
ment. Sd it is in new railroad mile- 
age, and, in many southern localities, 
in recent population increase. The 
south is literally on the high road of 
prosperity. 

It is no longer “Go west, young 
man, and grow up with the country,” 
but “Go south, live man, and identify 
yourself with the livest section of the 
union.” The land of real opportunity 
—the “poor man’s country” and the 
capitalist’s country, no less—ig no 
longer west of the Migsissippi,; but 
south of the Ohio and Potomac, The 
whole south is athrob with the mag- 
netie spirit of new enterprises, new 
capital, new blood and new hope: 
Nothing like tt was ever known in 
the west, for the south has a “boom” 
minus the gaseous element—the fic- 
titious paper quality. The restoration 
of King Cotton to his rightful throne 
helped to bring the southland into 
her own, but that was only one fac- 
tor of southern prosperity. The fac- 
tors are, in truth, as varied as the 
south’s material resources are di- 
verse. Southern soil and climate, for- 
est and mountain, contribute in divers 
ways to this grand diversification of 
industry and enterprise, and it is 
doubtful if there is elsewhere on the 
globe a section of like extent which 
can boast of such manifold resources.

Notwithstanding this is presidential 
year, and, ordinarily, a season of 
caution and retrenchment, it appears 
from statistics furnished by The 
Tradesman, of Chattanooga, that the 
south is right at the high tide of her 
internal development.

die. A number of years ago an agree- 
ment was made between the brothers 
that the last to die should leave all 
his estate to the oldest living son of 
the surviving brother. This happens 
to be Dr. Marroun, of Denver. The 
property consists of one of the larg- 
est estates in Ireland and a substantial 
bank account. 

Dr. Harroun has a sister, Mrs. J. M. 
Lewis, in Portland, Me. He has 
given her the $2,000,000 estate without 
reserving a cent. To the inevitable 
reporter who asked the reason for his 
strange action, Dr. Harroun sald: 

Why did I refuse the estate? Because 
I did not want it. I have made my own 
living. Worked hard for every dollar 1 
earned. Expect to work hard for the 
dollars to come. Some of these days I 
May make $2,000,000 of my own. I like 
to spend my own .money—the money I 
airn. I would rather my sister had the 
money. She needs it more than I do. My 
wife and I have all the comforts of life, 
what more do I want?

of its shoulders, has settled back in its 
arm chair, content to wait for events 
instead of anticipating them. 

One fact has been developed, how- 
ever, and that is that the Japanese 
methods of censorship are overwhelm- 
ingly successful, for the government 
is aided by the people, and it so hap- 
pens that if every Japanese knew all 
about what was transpiring at the seat 
of war, the public would be none the 
wiser; for the little yellow people 
know how to keep their own counsels. 
They have an abiding confidence in 
their emperor, and in the wisdom he 
has displayed in selecting his lieuten- 
ants, and so those at the front suffer 
the greatest hardships without a mur- 
mur, and those at home go about their 
business as though there had never 
been such a thing as war in the expe- 
rience of the world. 

As far as we know of the progress 
of the campaign, the Japanese are 
steadily marching forward, putting in- 
to execution the plans of their com- 
manders, while the Russians are stead- 
ily retiring before their advance. The 
terrible Cossacks appear to have lost 
everything that has won them their 
reputation. They have come in touch 
with the outposts of the Japanese on 
several occasions recently, and they 
have made haste to disappear from the 
scene—especially when they could get 
away; but there is one considerable 
force of these world renowned war- 
riors that has apparently been lost to 
the world, They came in contact with 
a Japanese force, were defeated, and 
attempted to retreat, but found they 
were caught between twofires, It was 
intimated that they had taken to the 
mountains, but since that report ap- 
peared, they have not been heard from. 

It will be remembered that The Con- 
stitution suggested that the Cossacks, 
with their long spears, would be no 
match for an infantry force with mod- 
ern arms and equipments, They were 
terrible enough in the old days, when 
infantry was at the mercy of a charg- 
ing and shouting body of cavalry, but 
with repeating rifles and machine guns 
cavalry has no show whatever. That 
branch of the service finds its real 
field in making rapid movements, and 
in scouting about the country, gather- 
ing information, but when the pinch 
of actual conflict comes, it must leave 
its horses and fight in the ranks. 

As to the plans of the campaign in 
the present war, nothing is known of 
them, and nothing will be known until 
they are developed by an actual con- 
flict. What we do know is that the 
army of Japan is complete in every 
detail as to men and equipments, that 
every man in the ranks has a keen ap- 
preciation of what he is fighting for, 
and he knows just what he is expect- 
ed to do. Grafters and grabbers have 
had no part in furnishing the army 
its supplies, and its morale is perfect. 


On the other hand, the Russian. 
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army has grown stale from inaction, | “JUST FROM GEORGIA.’’ 


and rusty from disuse. It is nothing 
more than a huge machine, incapable 
of intelligent action, except under the 
personal supervision of its officers, It 
has no moral stability, for the reason 
that it has nothing to fight for; -it will 
fight well, but blindly, for it has no 
such stimulus as that which animaies 
the Japanese. Even its generals do not 
depend on the individual courage of 
the men for success, but on over- 
whelming numbers. 

Some or our critics are Comparing 
the Japanese advance to that of Napo- 
leon’s march on Moscow, but there is 
no comparison between the two move- 
ments. The weather is cold in Man- 
churia, but the little yellow men 
are inured to cold, and 
it were not so, the season for 
milder temperatures has arrived. It 
was during the retreat of the French 
army from Moscow that the Cossacks 
earned their terrible and terrifying 
name, but it must be remembered that 
Napoleon’s soldiers were not only, 
freezing but starving; their muskets 
had fallen from their numb fingers, 
and there was nothing to prevent the 
ingignificant force of Cossacks that 
harassed them from killing all the 
stragglers that fell in their way. The 
only wonder is that any of the French 
soldiers succeeded in reaching their 
own country. 

The real danger for the Japanese 
forces is that the Russians will con- 
tinue to retreat and delay a real con- 
flict until they are able to overwhelm 
the little yellow men by the mere force 
of numbers; but we may be very sure 
that all such contingencies have long 
aro been foreseen and discounted by 
the Japanese commanders. There 
may be a very different meaning to 
the retreat of the Russians, for it 
seems inconceivable that they have 
been able to place in the field, over the 
one line of crippled railway that they 
have been compelled to employ, a 
force larger than the armies Japan has 
transported into Korea and elsewhere 
since the war began.

Where New Ship Is in Course 
cf Construction—Is One of 
Ocean Steamship Com- 
pany’s Fleet. 


‘The Chy of Atlanta, the Ocean Steam- 
ship Company's handsome new ship for 
coastwise gervice, will be launched at 
Chester, Pa., at 12:45 o'clock on Satur- 
day, April 30. This information wag yes- 
terday officially conveyed to Mayor Bvan 
P. Howell by W. H. Pleasants, of New’ 
York, vice president and general man- 
ager of the steamship company, who 
catled personally at the mayor’s office. 

The big boat will be chirstened by Miss 
Jennie English, of this city, daughter of 
Captain James W. English. The launch- 
ing will be attended by a party of promi- 
nent Atlantans, headed by Captain Eng- 
lish. and the formal introduction of the 
“Ailanta’’ to her ocean home will be aus- 
picious. It is probable that Mayor Howell 
will also appoint an official delegation 
to represent the city on the occasion. 

The ship will be launched by the Dela- 
ware Iron Shipbuilding and Machine 
Works, the builders. The time set for 
the launching, 12:46 o’clock, was select- 
ed as that is the period of high tide. As 
the ship slowly slips from the ways into 
the waves, Miss EXnglish w!!l break a bot- 
tle of champagne over the nameplate, 
with the formal! ceremonial remark: 

“I christen thee City of Atlanta.” 

The launching will be followed by a 
luncheon, given by the ship builders in 
compliment to the launching party. 

The City of Atlanta is one of the quar- 
tet of the biggest boats in the Ocean 
Steamship Company's fleet and is the 
finest and most up-to-date in the service 
of that company. The four boats of the 
new class and the order in which they 
have been put into service are the City 
of Memphis. the City of Macon, the 
City of Columbus and the City of Atlanta. 

The Atlanta has a capacity 120 per 
cent greater than the City of Birming- 
ham, the largest of the old boats of the 
Ocean Steamship Company. An idea of 
the extent of the ship can be obtained 
from the fact that it has a cubie capac- 
itv of 12,000 balea of cotton, represent- 
ing 240 freight cars, or nine trains. The 
cubic capacity does not represent the 
dead weight of the boat and in addition 
to the 12,000 bales of cotton, a total of 
760 tons of pig iron. can be loaded on 
it.

TO BE DISCUSSED 


Mayor Has Named Delegates 
to St. Louis Con- 
vention. 


Atlanta will be well represented at the 


National and International G®od Roads 
convention, to be held in the city of St. 
Louis May 16-2!, Mayor Howell] on yes- 
terday having appointed a delegation of 
five well-known citizens as representa- 
tives of this This was done pur- 
suant to an invitation from the National 
Good Roads Association, the office of 
public road inquiries, United States gov- 
ernment, the Louisiana Purchase Expos!- 
ion Company, the state, county and city 
Officials and the commercial bodies and 
railway organizations of St. Louls. 

Mayor Howell will be unable to attend 
the convention and he has delegated Hon. 
Hugh T. Inman, member the alder- 
manic board, to represent him. The other 
five delegates to represent Atlanta are 
Forrest Adair, W. H. Kiser, J. P. Stev- 
ens. John W. Alexander and J. H. Nun- 
nally. These delegates were appointed by 
Mayor Howell after consultation with 
Colonel Clifford L. Anderson, of the board 
of county commissioners, who is the vice 
president from Georgia in the National 
Good Roads Association. It is expected 
that Colone| Anderson will attend the St. 
Louis meeting as the representative of 
the state of Georgia. 

Phe convention is expected to the 
most important of its kind ever held in 
fhis country. It will be held in conjunc- 
tion with the world's fair and Thursday, 
May 19, has been designated by the ex- 
position company “good roads day.”

“It may be that Mr. Hearst !s stronger 
in this state than he !{s supposed to be. 
and that he will give the friends of 
Judge Parker a surprise when the state 
convention meets. We don't see signs of 
any such thing at present, but politica] 
work may te being done of which the 
quarreling Parker clubs at Atlanta know 
nothing, and of which they wil] know 
nothing untf! {t Is too late to counteract 
it, unless they set about the work in 
earnest for which they were organized. 

“Fortunately Parker clubs are being 
established in other parts of the state, 
and doubtless they are doing the Parker 
cause good service What Is expected of 
the two Atlanfa clubs is that they wi!l 
promote the organization of Parker clubs 
in other parte of the state and seek to 
give the Parker movement such an im- 
petus that practically only such delegates 
will be sent to the state convention 
will favor the sending of a Parker dele- 
gation to the 8t. Louis convention.”

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Government Weekly Crop Summary. 


Washington. Apr!! 12.-—-Tihe weather 
bDurean’s weekly summary of crop condi- 
tions is as follows: 

As a whole the weather conditions dur- 
ing the week ending April 1! were not 
favorable for farming operations in the 
principal agricultural districts east of 
the Rocky Mountains, being unseasonably 
cold in the central valleys and southern 
states with_too much moisture over the 
middie gulf ; 
conditions prevailed in 
the middle and oa Atlantic states. 
Temperatures belo freezing occurred 
as far south as the interior of the south 
Atlantic states on the)4th and Sth with 
more or less damaging effects. 

CORN—No corn has been planted north- 
ward of Tennessee and North Carolina, 
but a large part of the crop has been 
planted in the last named state and this 
work is well advanced throughout the 
gulf states. Some corn has been planted 
jn Missouri. In Texas the crop is in good 
condition and Is receiving its first culti- 
vation. 

WINTER WHEAT—The Icast faver- 
able reports respecting winter wheat are 
received from the states of the Ohio val- 
ley, the crop having sustained much 
damage from overflows. Over the south- 
ern portion of the middle Atlantic states 
the crop has experienced a genera! im- 
provement. 

SPRING WHEAT—Spring wheat seed- 
ing was in full progress and weil ad- 
vanced over the southern portion of the 
apring wheat region until interrupted by 
the severe rain and snow storm on the 
7th and 8th. which will delay this work 
for several days. 

OATS—Oat seeding is well advanced in 
Nebraska and Kansas. 

COTTON—Cotton planting thas been in- 
terrupted by cold wet weather In the 
central portion of the cotton belt, but 
has sed favorably tin the southern 
portions of the eastern and western seéc- 
tions. The early plant is up to satisfac-
